This house is surrounded by a ce- 
mented stone wall 12 ft. high and has 
three back porticos and one front 
one. At the eastern end of this block 
where State and Temple crosa at 
right angles is -Eagle Cute," an- 
other piece of "Brig's" handiwork. 
Another block east (ut about the cen- 
ter from east to west) is where 
"Brig" is forever at rest in a strange 
and mysterious grave. This burying 
ground is rectangular in form, say 
150 ft. one way and about tt) ft. the 
other, with a strong iron fence around 
it. At the southeast corner and about 
12 ft. one way by about 6 ft. the other, 
screwed fast to a solid stone of the 
same dimensions which weighs 7 
tons, umler which lies buried the 
greatest " Licentiate" of the modern 
world. While standing here and 
looking at this grave and its sur- 
roundings I grew meditative and 
wondered if these "Latter Day 
Suints"werrn't really afraid that the 
spirit of this adulterous beast would 
come back to the earth and outrage 
the families of some of the apostl. s 
and bishops as he did when living. 
He died in 1K77 of cholera morbus. 
Shortly before his death a young 
fellow and his wife came here from 
the Kast. "Brig" saw this young 
woman and "got stuck" on her at 
once. He approached her and told 
her his mission ami she told him to 
come down to her house at a cert tin 
hour of the same day and see baa 
husband. So he came. The husband 
and wife greeted him with the ut- 
most courtesy, inviting him in. He 
laid oil his hat, stood up his cane in 
the corner, sat down and said: 
••Brother, I received a revelation 
from the Lord in my dreams last 
night in which he tells mo your w ife 
| must be mine. It looks hard, but we 
I must obey the Lord. Have you any- 
thing to say?" This was the reply: 
| "Yes. Father, 1 received a revelation 
from the Lord last night." "Brig" 
says: "Ah! indeed, what was it?" 
The youn^ fellow said: "The Lord 
told me to blow your brains out," und 
flourished a six-shooter in "Brig's" 
face. "Brig" lost no time in hobbling 
back home, and the voting fellow 
made good time in getting to Fort 
Douglas, his only safety then. 

Bight hrre close to tho business 
part of the city, occupying one whole 
block, stands what is most sacred, 
most dear, next to life itself to the 
Mormons, and one of the finest 
structures in the world today — the 
great Mormon Temple, with its 

f rounds, tabernacle and parsonage, 
his block is so large that I con- 
cluded to find its sixe by stepping it, 
which cost me slightly over 200 
good steps each way — suyflUO feet on 
a side, equal to 3Kti.0U> square feet.
